The City Council held a 
two-day work session on the 
$4,456 million general fund 
budget before agreeing to 
keep city services at the 
1974-75 level. By depending 
on a $60 million tax roll in­ 
crease and with no increase 
in services, revenues were 
estimated at $4,558 million 
Half of the tax roll in­ 
crease will be allocated for 
debt service which has in­ 
creased 
from 
$685,000 to 
$942,000 this year 
Water Fund revenues for 
the coming year have been 
estimated at $2 837 million 
with $2,780 million in ex-

penditures, 
including

$665,000 projected transfer to 
the general fund 
City personnel will be 
increased 
by 
only 
two 
persons, although the police 
department will add four 
commissioned officers and 
three civilians. The minimal 
personnel

department. Productivity in 
that department has been 
greatly increased with the 
advent of two-men trucks 
Council members agreed

“By then the back of the 
head and stalk should be 
lemon yellow in color and 
most of the leaves will be 
dead or appear to be dying,” 
he said. “The triangular 
shaped bracts on the outer 
edge of the head will be 
brown or turning brown and 
the seed in the center of the 
head will be black in color 
and quite firm.”

Because of other business 
responsibilities and a period 
of poor health, the owner of 
the property decided to 
donate the land necessary 
for the airport to the City of 
Richardson in order that the 
project might be continued 
without delay.

Boycott Bill. 


Basically, the bill would 
permit strikes and picketing 
of prim ary contractors and 
any o th er su b co n tracto rs 
involved in the sam e con­

Previously, under the Taft- 
Hartley Act of 1947, this type 
of boycotting was illegal, 
because it could, in effect, 
shut down an entire con­ 
struction project. 


There are several m ajor 
flaws 
in

legislation. 
First and foremost, the right 
of a contractor to manage 
his business as he sees fit 
would be seriously jeopor- 
dized. Unions will now be 
able to dictate to the general

contractors he can or cannot

do business with. 
Involving 
non-striking 
employees of other trades on 
the same project could have

snow ball

that

This 
will inevitably lead to higher 
building costs.

be hard to restrain. 
All of these possibilities 
will result in an increase in 
construction costs.

provisions in the bill to guard 
against prolonged shut down 
on important 
construction 
sites, such as hospitals, 
schools, 
or 
defense 
buildings. 
In the event the carpenters 
union decides to go on a 
“lawful strike” against the 
contractor, they could, by 
use of ther picket 
line, 
prevent the b rick lay ers, 
electricians, plumbers, etc. 
from working on the job. 


Construction is down both 
in the Housing and general 
building industry. We need 
legislation that will increase 
construction--not 
deter 
it. 
Furtherm ore, in states like 
Texas, where we have the 
Right-toWork laws, we do 
not want to lose the fair 
balance we now have. 


Since Congress has, in the 
past, refused to pass sim ilar 
legislation, we can see that 
passage of this bill indicates 
the powerful results Labor 
Unions gained from their 
active 
cam paign 
p a r­ 
ticipation in the 1974 elec­ 
tions.

DEAR DR. LAMB - What 
and how much can a person 
with emphysema do? Must they 
sit around and do nothing all 
day? Can they do housework for 
themselves? Is it good for them 
to sit and watch TV all day or 
should they have some daily ex­ 
ercise? 
DEAR READER - One of 
the early symptoms in some 
cases of emphysema is fatigue. 
Why? Because the lung damage 
prevents the delivery of ade­ 
quate amounts of oxygen. Che 
oxygen is needed to metabolize 
the food you eat to release the 
food energy so you can use it. If 
there is not enough oxygen, 
regardless of how much you 
eat, there will not be enough 
energy, hence fatigue. 
How much a person can do 
with emphysema depends en­ 
tire ly on how m uch lung 
damage has occurred. In the 
early stages of the disease the 
individual may have few or no 
symptoms. The first thing he 
will notice is that he doesn’t 
have the same exercise capaci­ 
ty he used to have. He may 
plenty of oxygen for resting 
energy needs, but not enough to 
run a mile. As the disease 
progresses and less and less ox­ 
ygen is delivered, he reaches 
the stage where he is tired even 
sitting and finally must have 
oxygen therapy to support life. 
The exercise itself or work 
will not hurt the lungs or make 
the emphysema worse. It might 
even help it if the person is still 
able to exercise some. A person 
with emphysema should not un­ 
dertake a vigorous exercise 
program without his doctor’s 
permission. But, if he still has 
enough lung function to in­ 
crease his oxygen supply when 
he increases his activity, then 
walking and even mild sports 
within his capacity are helpful 
to him as they are for healthy 
people. 
I think the person with 
em physem a bad enough to 
cause breathlessness 
should 
limit the type of exercise to 


l e v e l s 
t h a t 
avoi d 
breathlessness. This is a good 
r u l e for e v e r y o n e , but 
b reath lessn ess may occur 
sooner for the person with 
emphysema. 
Unless the emphysema is 
severe, some form of light 
calesthenics, exercises that 
stretch the muscles and tendons 
and help to maintain muscle 
tone, are useful A few light ex­ 
ercises, even a slow walk, are 
better than sitting all day. 
Of course, there is a point 
where the disease gets so bad 
that the problem is supporting 
life even at rest. Sitting or 
watching TV all day in these 
cases is not good, but there is no 
other choice.

It 
can mean kidney disease, but it 
can also mean heart failure and 
liver failure I would suspect 
either of these first. Liver 
damage is a common complica­ 
tion of alcoholism, and it is a 
factor in the reddening of the 
skin you noted. 
Severe varicose veins in­ 
volving the deep veins can lead 
to swelling, but since the doctor 
used diuretics I would be less 
inclined to think that is the 
cause
